All information, classified or melassified, received or cotoiled ter the 
Central Intelligence Agency is official data and is the pro pe rt y of the U. S. 
Govermaent. Sic restrictions and prohibitions provided in this Regulation 
apply not only to all intelligence Information or natter, but also to any 
statistical, admin i s trative , or gpmeral information re^ondless of the fact tha t 
such inforfflatien already my be a setter of public record. Ibis shell apply also 
to all official data used or coddled by CIA aid obtained frets outside sources, 
public or private. Ter m i n ation of magloyamnt in the Agency 'will not affect 
employee reoponalbility under this Regulation. 

2. POLICY 


a. Official data and information, classified or unclassified, will be Maltad 
in use to the performance of CIA official business only, and will not be 
copied or removed from the files of the Agency for release outside of CIA. 
except by those officials authorized by the Director of Central Intelligence . 

b. The accwnulation of copies of documents containing official data, classified 
or unclassified, for inclusion in a personal file, and the appropriation of 
such material for personal use or benefit is prohibited. Unclassified 
aaployment documents, such as notifications of Personnel Action, Certificates 
of Meotoershlp in the Retirement System, Time and Attendance Reports and 

Pay Roll Change Slips, and Similar personal official documents arc 
excepted under the provisions Of this Regulation . 

3. STATUTORY EEqUIREHEKTS 


?' ! ' S P af,a ®P R l J h contains extracts from statutes pertaining to espionage. 
They State the principles governing the care and use of official data and 
prescribe penalties of ii^risonraent or death for their violation. Under 
toe provisions of Public law 99 , 83d Congress (18 U, S, C. 798), toe 
wartime penalties for espionage are in effect until six months after the 
termination of the present emergency, or until such earlier date as may 
oe prescribed by Congress. These extracts were taken from the tteited 
ot&tes Coda, &e indicated below:
